Rio de Janhiro, Feb. 10, via Monte- 
video, Feb. 10.— The insurgent charge at 
Niotheroy on Friday, February 9, was no- 
table for acts of bravory. Admiral da 
Guma himself led tho storming party. He 
ahot Colonel Taaso Fragoao, of tho Govern- 
ment garrison, mounted that officer's horso 
and rode ahead. His eximplo cauBed wild 
enthusiasm among his men. Six sailors 
btained horses in a similar manner 
and galloped after him. Bohind theso 
en horsemen the insurgents ruahod at 
tho Plaza. Their foroo was divided and 
attacked by an overwhelming number of in- 
fantry and cavalry. Tho insurgents were 
pushed back slowly without giving any signs 
of panic. Admiral da Gatna, who was tho 
st man to embark, wns wounded in tho 
arm and nock. Neither wound is sovore. 
livery officer of the insurgent force 
vas injurod in tho charge. Tho 
total Iobb to the insurgents was 270. 
The government loss was little short of 600. 
To make tho attack, the insurgents col- 
lected overy available man who could bo 
spared from his post. Thoy landed 600 
men, and consequently had but eighty men 
to guard Cobras Island and hut twelvo to 
hold Fort Villegagnon. Tho government 
bad at tho time 10,000 troops and hundreds 
of boats at its command, A determined 
attack on either island could not have failed, 
yet no attempt was made to capture either 
position. Cobras is never defended by moro 
than 200 men, and Admiral da Gatna haa, 
all counted, fewer than 700 men at his dis- 
posal. 

Admiral Mello is sulking nt Faranngua. 
General Gomercindo Saraiva'B insurgent 
army in qhe mountains of Purana numbers 
only 4,500 men, and is held in check by tho 
Government forces, which command tho 
narrow passes. Tho Government fears no- 
thing from this force, nevertheless, tho Pre- 
sident seems unable to end the war. Ad- 
miral da Gama muy continue Ha bluff for 
months, and oven win the victory. 
An insurgent captain told the Uni- 
tod PronB correspondent yeaterday 
that his friends no longer expected 
help from the south. Their only hope now, 
ho said, waa to win by government blun- 
ders. Aamirul da Gama hud decided not to 
surrender to Rear-Admirt.1 Bsniiam, merely 
because ho had decided not to desert tho 
men who wero providing tho insurgentawith 
money. Theso men hold Brazil by tho 
throat in order that they may havo tho 
money that they have invested there. H.r- 
racks aro building at the raco tracks out- 
side the city. The poor people will bo 
housod in them during the tremendous con- 
flict which is expected to ra s e « hen Presi- 
dent Feixoto'a 12,000 men b1iu.11 bo ready to 
turn their -hill- top batteries on Admiral da 
Gama's force of 700. 

Dr. Alfonzo l'snna, fhe civilian governor 
of Minas Geracs, has been nominated for the 
presidency in opposition to Dr. 1'rudene do 
Moraes, president of the Senate. These 
two nominations of civilian candidates en- 
tirely destroy tho theory that President 
Peixoto baa had the intention of joining the 
presidential contest. Yellow fever is epi- 
demic in tho insurgent's shipping and 
tho naval fleet is in Buch scrioua danger 
that it ought at once to aavo the 
anchorago outaide the harbor. The daily 
number of deaths ia above fifty. Aa thia 
dispatch leaves, General Gomercindo Saratva 
ia reported to bo returuine south through 
Purana, having abandoned his intention to 
march on the capital bocause General Oscar, 
with :!,i500 Government troops, ia coining 
northward from Rio Grando do Sul. 
Admiral da Gama's wounds aro aaid to 
havo become unexpectedly trcublesomo and 
to bo causing his friends considerable 
anxiety. Siuco landing at Armacao and 
charging upon Nicthercy, tho insurgents 
have been idle. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10. — Secretary Her- 
bert received from Admiral Iiarham tho 
following cableeram to-night : "Rio Janei- 
ro, Rruzil, Feb. 10, 1804 — As u precaution- 
ary measure ug-unst fever, will send vessels, 
except Qagship, just inside harbor within 
call. Every precaution has been taken. 
Tho health of the officers and crew ia good. 

Buenos Ayres, Feb. 10.— The Brazilian 
minister to Argentine ha;t started for Bahia 
to allay, if possible, the dissensions among 
tho oIKoera of President Peixoto's fleet at 
that point. 

London, Feb. 10 — A dispatch received 
from Rio thia evening saya : Tho captain of 
an Austrian warship in the harbor died of 
yeilow fever yesterday. There are other 
cases aboard the vessel. The Portuguese 
warship ia also infected. Tho United States 
squadron communicates with tho shoro only 
by a hired tug. Tho fever has broken out 
on the British warship Racer. The mer- 
chant shipping is buffering heavy from tho 
epidemic. 

DISASTROUS EXPLOSION. 

The Hollers of a German Cruiser Hurst, Kil- 
ling a Large Number of l'cople. 

Kiel, Feb. 1G. — A terrible boiler ex- 
plosion occurred to-day upon tho cruiser 
Brandenburg, at this port. With tho usual 
secrecy that provaila in Navul affairs, tho 
officers of tho ship refused to give any de- 
tailB regarding the accident. Tho Bran- 
denburg had had new boilers placed in her 
and had been ordered to muke a trial trip 
to day to teat them. Tho veasel was on 
thia trip when tho explosion took place. 
Forty ono poraoua wero instantly killed, 
and nine others fatally injured. Among tho 
dead aro three chief engineers, w no woro 
on tho vessel to report on the working of 
the boilors, aud eeveral other oilioors. 
Moat of the bodies woro badly scalded ; in 
aorno instances tho faces being so swollen 
out of Bhapo as to be uiirecognizible. 

As boou aa tho cfl'eota of tho explosion 
wero known to the officer of tho deck, he 
cauaed signals to be act. showing that the 
vessel waa helpleBB. Five steamers wont 
out at once, and getting lines to hor towed 
her back to Kiel. When uho roached port 
Prince Henry of Prussia, tho Emperor's 
brother, immediately boarded her and 



found that the exploaion had caused much 
damago to the Vessel. Princo Henry 
worked energetically. Ho helped to 
direct tho work of relieving tho 
wounded and questioned the ahip'a 
officers concerning the names and homo 
of the dead and wounded. Tho steam 
tug Pelican, which was tho first vos- 
sol to go to tho Brandenburg's aasistance, 
roturned to the quay with thirty dead bod 
Iob. Tho nows of the accident had spread 
throughout the city and thousands had 
gathered at tho landing place. Four other 
steam tugs brought tho wounded ashore, 
Many of tho crow woro injurod critically 
and soveral aro likely to die in tho next 48 
hours. All woro taken to tho military hos 
pital for troatmont. The Emporor is ex- 
pected to arrive to-morrow. 

An officer of tho Brandenburg said late 
lastovoniug that tho main strampipo of the 
starboard engine burst The accidont oc- 
curred botwean 11 and 12 o'clock yesterday 
morning. Among tho victims are many 
dockyard artificers. The vessel remains in 
the hay and it iB extremely difficult to get 
details. At midnight trie statement was 
given out that tho num'oer of deaths would 
exceed forty. 

WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Prohibition Convention Opened— English Em- 
bargo ou Cuttle Severely Criticized— Notes 
of the Curling Bonsplei. 

WINNIPEG, Feb. 10. — (Special.)— Lieut. - 
Governor Sohultz opened tho Winnipeg 
Prohibition convention, this ovoning, with 
an eloquent address. 

Tho ballot system recently introduced in- 
to tho Northwest Teiritory waa brought in- 
to operation for tho firat time, at the school 
election at Broadview, to-duy. 

Alexander Mackenzio, a well-known G. 
P. R. official, has resigned, having accepted 
tho poaition of goneral superintendent at 
Montreal of the Dominion Coal company. 
This iB tho company which recently pur- 
chased certain coal mines in Nova Scotia. 

The subject of the English embargo on 
cattlo exported from Canada was tho chief 
topic under discussion this morning, at tho 
convention of veterinary surgeons of Mani- 
toba and the Northwest. Tho embargo was 
condemnod as most unjust, and a resolution 
was unanimously passed emphatically de- 
claring that pleuro pneumonia did not exist 
in thia country and never had. 

Tom, Purcell, tho aged rancher now on 
trial at Lethbridgo for the murder of another 
rancher named Akera, iaat December, took 
the stand to-day in his own defence. Ho 
said Akers had brutally assaulted him with 
a whip, and that he had shot him in self 
dotonce. 

An appeal was taken to-day to tho Full 
court of Manitoba by the EngliBh bond- 
holders of the Manitoba and Northwestern 
railway against the recent decision of Judge 
Bain, who hold that the receiver had power 
to apply tho earnings of that portion of tho 
road on which they held a mortgago to pay 
the operating expenses of other portions of 
tho lino. 

Tho chief event of Winnipeg's curling 
bonapiel to-duy was tho banquet tendered 
tho visiting curlers by the local clubs. Four 
hundred gueata wero present, among them 
Lt. Governor Schultz and Lt.-Governor 
Mackintosh. Tho Duhith and St. Paul 
rinks, who won tho .loyal Calodouian 
tankard, Sir Donald Smith's magnificent 
gift, last night decided to play off for its 
possession at the Dulnth curling bonspiel at 
the latter end of this n.onth. All the 
chief contests aro now well Darrowed down, 
and to-morrow there will be exciting 
struggles in tho finals.

Sandford Fleming's Rejoinder to PostmaBtcr 
General Kldd. 

Ottawa, Feb. 10. — Sandford Fleming 
stated to-day in regard to what Mr. Kidd, 
postmaster-general of Now South Walea, 
had said in opposition to the Pacific cable 
scheme, that every objection that can be 
raiBed would bo mot when the 
conference meets next Juno in Ot- 
tawa. Meantime documents aro now on 
tho way to Australia, which will throw a 
flood of light on the subject. Tho French 
company does not count for so much aa it 
did at ono timo. The chief enemies of a 
British cablo across tho Pacific are the Ext- 
ern and Eastern Extension telegraph com- 
panies, and agents of these companios uee 
their influonco in every quarter against the 
colonial scheme. They lose no opportunity 
of impressing upon tho colonial and home 
Governmonta that a Pacific cable ia imprac- 
ticable. Ho ventured to Bay thoy would 
havo their eyes opened in a way they little 
oxpeot when tho conference meeta in 
Ottawa." 



INCANDESCENT LAMPS. 

A New England Firm prohibited From 
Manufacturing the "Nova." 

Hautkoud, Conn., Feb. 1G — The Circuit 
Court of Appeals haa sustained J udgo Chip- 
man's decision in tho suit of tho Edison 
Electric Light company against the Waring 
Electric Light company, of South Man- 
chester. This confirms Judgo Chipmau's 
order issuing an injunction prohibiting tho 
defendants from making the "Nova" incan- 
descent lamp- After Judge Chipman 
granted tho injunction, the defendants filed 
a bond of $20,000 to indemnify tho Waring 
company for any damage, pending an appeal 
to the United States Circuit Court of Ap 
peala, and have since continued making tho 
lampa. 

Ofllclally Declared Bankrupt. 

Parih, Fob. 10. — -Tho trihuual of Com 
merco has declared tho Comptoir des 
Comptca bankrupt at tho rtquest of tho 
Bank of France. Tho institution was placed 
in tho hands of a liquidator one week ago, 
and Baron Soubeyran, a director, waa ar- 
rested for diahouest practices.

UNCONSTITUTIONAL ACTION. 

The Speaker of tho Commons Declares Peers' 
Amendments to Parish Councils 
liill Unconstitutional. 

London, Feb. 16.— Rt. Hon. Henry 
Hartley Fowler, president of the local gov- 
ernment board, directed tho attention of 
tho House of Commons this ovoning to sev- 
eral questionable features of tho Peers' 
amendment of tho Pariah Councils bill. 
Ho appealed to tho Speaker of tho HouBe 
to say whether the Peers had not infringed 
upon the privileges of tho CommonB in alter- 
ing the decision of tho Lower Houso to pay 
tho expenses of parish councils from the 
poor rates. Tho Houso of Lords had been 
oxcluded, ho euid, from initiating or amend- 
ing revenue bills. Their action in tho case 
in question seemed to him to bo unconstitu- 
tional. 

Tho Speaker ruled that fhe Peers had ex- 
ceeded their rights, and instructed tho Houso 
to ignore the atnoridment against which 
Mr. Fowler had protested. 

Tho announcement of this decision was 
choered loudly.

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Fob. 10.— " Life-reading " 
fukcrs are becoming a nuisance in tho city. 
Not content with renting rooms, two of 
thorn uro now going from bouse to houso im- 
posing upon the superstition of some of tho 
poorer people and securing thoir very hard 
earned dollars. 

The funeral of tho lato Duncan McCrao 
took plaoo this afternoon under tho direction 
of tho Orange lodges. In spite of tho in- 
clomont weather tho funoral was very large. 

Mayor Anderson and City Solicitor Ham- 
merley will be a deputation to interview tho 
privato bills committee of the Logiulaturo on 
the subject of tho tramway consolidation 
bill that will shortly bo introduced. 

There aro 200 appeals in tho Court of Ro- 
viaou. So far, a quartor of tho appeals aro 
disposed of and only one reduction allowed. 

G. I. Wilson and Mr. Shelton aro the ap- 
pointees of the Government to tho lioeiiBo 
board. The appointment of theso gentle- 
men meets with general approval. 

Numbers of pooplo built at Fairviow in 
view of the tram running thoro and back. 
The tram stopped its service when it ceasod 
to pay.

The tram company have boeii notified that 
unless they run their era to and from Fair- 
view, on and after March 1, legal action will 
bo taken.

Iu the suit of tho Hamilton Mfg. Co. v. 
the Victoria Lumber & Trading {>.., >\-: 
plaintiffs sued for §1,251, for a boiler sup- 
plied for the defendants' tug, they claiming 
that tho boiler wu3 not according to specifi- 
cations, and that they had suffered loss 
through its collapse. The venue was 
changed to Vancouvor and tried this week. 
To-day Justice Drake gave judgment for 
tho plaintiffs in full, with cost8, but gavo 
an offset judgniont on a counter claim for 
$900 aud costs. 

Tho damage by fire at the Andorson 
electric building was greatly exaggerated. 
It amounted to not much more than an 
incipont blaze. 

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, Feb. 10.— William 
Glen lies in the St. Mary's hospital in a 
dying condition, the result of a horrible 
kicking in the stomach and abdomen by 
Daniel O'Leary. Glon's ante-mortem de- 
position has been taken, and a commission 
has been appointed to examine him for evi- 
dence to bo used in court in case he dies, as 
is anticipated. Three doctors performed a 
dingerous operation yesterday on the in- 
jured man, which had to be dono if his life 
was to ba saved; but thoy don't speak en- 
couragingly of his recovery. Glon is a 
rancher at Arrow lake, and. two weeks ago 
went to O'Leary's place to buy a horse. 
While making a bargain they had 
angry words, and O'Leary knocked 
Glen down and kicked him. Three 
other men were standing by and joined 
O'Leary in trying to kick the life out of 
Glen, directing blows against him of a ter- 
riblo character, tho result being injuries of 
a fearful description. Tho whole lowor pirt 
of his body is a mass of ruptures, and even 
ii (lien's lif j is saved ho will never be able 
to do another day's work. Glen recovered 
consciousness and dragged himself homo, 
where he remained until his condition be- 
canio so alarming that his friends brought 
him to the city and informed the authori- 
ties, Tho officers aro searching for O'Leary, 
but cannot find him. He haa left Arrow 
Like and was traced to Vancouver, from 
where it is believed he went to Seattle. 

The action of McGillivray v. the Corpora- 
tion of Westminster in connection with the 
water works contract was decided thia 
morning in favor of the city by Judge 
Drake. McGillivray first claimed §15,000, 
but when the case came to trial tho claim 
was reduced to $5,000. Judgment waa given 
against the plaintiff with costs. In a second 
suit against the water commissioners Mc- 
Gillivray got $1,197 and costs.

Kai, Chinese Methodist missionary, on 
Tuesday, has Bed from the city and is now 
in Blaine. 

NANAIMO. 

NANAIMO, Feb. 1C— In tho County court 
this morning several Italians and Belgians, 
and one Chinese, wore granted papers of 
naturalization as British subjects. 

Tho fog alarm at Entrance Island was 
tested this afternoon and found to work ad- 
mirably. Capt. Gaudin mado the inspec- 
tion and ia well satisfied with tho progress 
made on tho start. 

Tho prisoners Clarke and Kelly, the 
Grand hotel thieves, appeared before Judge 
Harris thia afternoon and olected for trial— 
Clarko by jury. Kelly pleaded guilty and 
will be sentenced to-morrow. 

Alexander Frasor, customs officer at Co- 
mox, who took carbolic acid last Tuesday, 
is now at death's door. Ho is not expected 
to live many days longer. From tho latest 
particulars of the sad oucurrenco received 
hero, thero appears to bo littlo doubt that 
Frasor took the poison intentionally, 
though what tempted him to tho rash act ia 
not known, or, at any rate, has not yet 
been mado public. B. H. Smith, colleotor 
of customs hero, who went up to investi- 
gate, has not roturned yet. Mr. Cluto, of 
the Customs department, left to-night on 
tho steamer City of Nanaimo for Comox.

Text of the Loiitf Looked for Bill m 
Presented to the Legis- 
lature. 



Additional Members for Westminster, 
Vancouver and West Kooteuay 
Districts. 



The redistribution bill was presented to 
the legislature yesterday afternoon, and 
immediately circulated in printed form. 
That the boundaries of tho new districts may 
be definitely understood that portion of the 
bill is given in full below. Tho main 
changes, it may be noted, are that the con- 
stituencies of Alberni and the Islands dis- 
appear, boing merged in those adjoining, 
that Cariboo loses one of its three repre- 
sentatives, and that Westminster district, 
Vancouver city and West Kootenay oach 
havo ono membor more, tho total in the 
house thus boing tho same as bofore. Ic 
will be noticed that certain of the rural dis- 
tricts formerly roturning more than one 
member have boen divided into ridings, 
with ono member for each of these now 
divisions :

An act for tho redistribution of Rritiah 
Columbia into electoral districts, and f >r 
amending the law applicable to olectioua 
to tho Legislative Assembly, and for other 
purposes In furtherance of or consequent, 
on tho aforesaid objects. 
Her Majesty, by and with the advice and 

consent ot the Legislative Assembly of the 

Province of British Columbia, enacts as 

folio wb : 

1. This act may bo cited ao the "L°gi8- 
lativo electorates and elections act, 1894," 
and shall bo read with and as forming one 
act with tho " Constitution act," tho "Pro- 
vincial voters' act," and tho " Election 
regulation act," and the several amend- 
ments of tho said acts not hereinafter re- 
pealed; and all provisions of tho said laat- 
mentioned aets, or any of them, which are 
inconsistent with the express provisions of 
this act are, for tho purposes of this act, 
hereby superseded to the extent of such 
inconsistency. 

2. Tho legislative assembly of British 
Columbia shall consist of thirty-three mem- 
bers to bo elected as hereinafter provided, 
and for the purpose of returning such mem- 
bers there shall be and there are hereby 
created and established tho following elec- 
toral districts, the names and boundaries 
whereof shall be those hereinafter described 
and defined in the following aub-sectionB, 
and which districts shall severally return to 
tho assembly the number of members pre- 
scribed by the said sub-sections, that is to 
Bay : 

WESTMINSTER ELECTORAL DISTRICT. 

(1.) All that tract of land contained with- 
in the following boundaries, viz.: 

Commencing at tho point of intersection 
of the 40ch parallel of latitude with the 
Straits of Georgia, being tho southwest 
corner of section .'i, township o, New West- 
minster district ; thence due east along said 
parallel of latitude to tho southeast corner 
of section 5, township 28, New Westmin- 
ster district; thence due north on a right 
line to its intersection with the parallel 
of latitude which passes through tho 
centro of tho town of Lytton ; thence due 
west along said purallel of latitude to its 
intersection with tho eastern boundary of 
Comox electoral district ; thenco following 
the eastern boundary ot Comox electoral 
district and down the centro of the channel 
of Jervis Inlet and Malaepina Strait to a 
point midway between Scotch Fir Point and 
Hardy Island ; thenco southerly to a point 
in mid-chaunel of Malaspina Strait, opposite 
the southern extremity of Texada Island ;

allel of latitude, and also including H.irn- 
stone Island and McMillan Islands. 

Riding of Ohilliwack— Shall comprise all 
the land in tho Westminster electoral dis- 
trict which lies to tho south of tho Fraser 
river and to the east of tho western bound- 
ary of the municipality of Mattqui. 

Riding of Dewdney— Shall compriao nil 
the land situated within the electoral dis- 
trict of \Ve8tminBter which lies to tlio 
north of the Fraser river and to the eaBt of 
the eastern boundary of the municipality of 
Burnaby and of the east shore of tho North 
Arm i : Hurrard in!o\ and of a line drawn 
from the head of the said North Arm of 
Burrard inlet due north to tho northern 
boundary of Westminster electoral district, 
and including all the iel .nds in the Fraser 
river adjieent to said riding and not includ- 
ed in any other riding. 

Riding of Richmond— Shall compriso all 
tho lanils within tho electoral distriet of 
Westminster which are nut included in any- 
other riding. 

NEW WESTMINSTER CITY ELECTORAL DISTRICT. 

(•2) That tract of land comprised within 
tho municipal limits of thu city of New 
\\ estmiuster, as defined below, v.z : 

Commencing at a point on the right bank 
of the North Arm of the Fraser river, and 
in the centro of the street which is the 
southwest boundary of suburban block nine 
(!)), as shown on the map of the suburbon 
lota of New Westminster city, British Col- 
umbia ; thence northwesterly along the 
centre of the street which forms the west- 
erly boundary of suburban blocks nine (!))

THE REDISTRIBUTION BILL. 

Tho Redistribution Bill, about which bo 
much has been suid and written, was intro- 
duced by the Premier yesterday. A hur 
ried perusal of the measure shows that 
representation by population is the princi- 
ple on whioh tho redistribution as bised. Uf 
course it is not possible to carry out this 
principle in every detail, but it applies with 
almost mathematical accuracy to tho popu- 
lation of tho Mainland and tho Island of 
Vancouver. Taking tho whole enfranchised 
population of the Province and dividing 
it by 3.'!, the number of members in 
the Legislative Assembly, we have 
one member for every 1.97S of th 
population. Of the thirty-three members 
nineteen are given to the Mainland and 
fourtoen to the Island. This gives, accord- 
ing to tho population entitled to voto, one 
member for evory 1,963 ou the Mainland 
and one membor for every 1,999 
tho Island. It would, we think, be 
impoEsible to make a fairer dintri 
bution of the representation than this 
It takes from both sections of tho Province 
every excuse for jealousy or complaint. 

It is evident that in distributing the 
representation of tho Province none but tho 
population entitled to vote should bo con 
sidered. Tho franchise has not been ex- 
tended to either Indians or Chineso, and 
consequently they, in this matter of redis 
tribution, are out of tho reckoning. It will 
lie time enough to count them in when the 
Legislature gives them the privilege to vote 
for the makers of the laws. 

Population, loo, is a fairor basis for re 
distribution than tho votorB 1 lists. Every 
one knowB that tho name of every person 
entitled by law to vote is not on those lists, 
while not only every actual voter but every 
possible voter is included in tho population 
Thero are, we think, very few in the Prov 
ince so unreasonable as to complain that the 
representation iB placed upon the bisis of 
the whole of the voting or enfranchised pop- 
ulation. How far this principle is carried 
out in the division of the electoral districts 
we have not had time to inquire, but it 
seems to us that tho division between town 
and country is pretty nearly as fair as it can 
be made. 

Tho division of somo of tho districts 
having an extensive area into ridingB must 
be a convenienca to their inhabitants 
Under the law now in force, electors have 
often to travel long distances to voto. In 
these districts much time is unnecessarily 
lost at elections, and it often happens 
that electors find it impossible t( 
get to the polls. These incon 
venienceB will bo obviatod by cutting 
the districts up into ridings, each returning 
one member. It is moro than probable that 
suspicious persons, and persons who are 
never happy unless thoy have a griovauco, 
will complain about the subdivisions, but 
we will be greatly mistaken if this part of 
tho new measure does not give gonoral satis- 
faction. 

Mo one, wo aro sure, will complain that 
Vancouver gets another membor, and that 
the representation of West Kootenay is 
doubled. Tho population and tho impor 
tance of Vancouvor nntitlo it to addi 
tiona). representation, and tho growth 
of West Kootenay in population and 
in wealth must havo convinced thi 
Government that it would not ho ado 
quately represented by ono member. Wo 
hope that whon a redistribution of tho 
representation of tho provinco is again 
necessary that Kootenay will have still 
greater proportionate claims than it has at 
preBont. Tho claim of Westminster dis- 
trict to a larger representation in tho Legis- 
lature has, wo eeo, been recognized by tho 
Govornmont. 

It will be obaorvod that tho framcrs 
of tho bill havo tiken measures 
to have all tho doctors of all tho 
diatriota which havo boon divided 
into ridings, and whoso boundaries have 
been changed, duly registered. If tho 
electors deaire to preserve their privileges, 



SPITEFUL AND MALIGNANT. 

We aro not very much surprised to seo 
tho malignant manner in which tho Loader 
of the Opposition and his organ attack Dr. 
Davie. That gentleman committed an 
offence which men like the lato mayor of 
this city can never forgive. Dr. Davio suc- 
ceeded where Mr. Boaven failed, and failed 
most disgracefully and most signally. 

W ben tho smallpox was making rapid 
strides in this city, whon it threatened to 
bring ruin on tho city and to do incolculable 
harm to the Province, Mayor Boaven was the 
very impersonation of imbecility. His inca- 
pacity and his dilatoriness wero so apparent 
that oven his own faithful organ lost patience 
and mustered up courage to something more 
than hint that ho, with tho othor civio 
authorities, needed " prodding." But all 
the prodding in tho world could not stimu- 
late the paralyzed faculties of tho Mayor 
into aotion or give vigor to his administra- 
tion. When matters camo to this pass, 
when tho diseaso was spreading with a 
rapidity that appalled tho citizens, and 
when ruin stared tho city in tho face, tho 
Government took tho work of doaliug with 
the smallpox out of thu hands of tho May 
and appointed Dr. Davie Provincial Health 
Officer. The timeliness and tho wisdom of 
this act is thus commented upon by the Com- 
missioners, Sir Matthew B. llegbio and Dr. 
Praeger : 

Looking to tho rapidity with which tho 
disease spread and the proportions it had 
assumed, and tho still greater proportions it 
threatened, tho Government acted most 
ivisely in promptly appointing a Provincial 
Health officer, and in issuing regulations of 
11th July, 1892, for the suppression of the 
disease. These regulations wero from the 
necessity of tho case drawn up in great 
haBte, and may be perhaps altered with 
advantage in some minor details. But 
hasty as they wero thoy effected their 
object. Whenever thoy wero properly on- 
forced, the disease, if prosont, was promptly 
stamped out ; if threatened merely, was ex- 
cluded. It i s impossible to estimate what might 
have been the loss to the province in life and 
in commerce, but for the energetic action of the 
Executive Council. And tho want of accord 
between tho views of tho Provincial Health 
Ollicor and tho Municipal Ollicor made the 
suspension of the latter, in accordance with 
tho provision of tho Health Rules, an 
absolute necessity, in order to secure obedi 
once to the Provincial Regulations. 

This is how gentlemen of experience and 
ability regarded the necessity of tho action 
of tho Government and tho succesa of its 
measures in suppressing tho smallpox. Dr. 
Davie acted with energy, intelligence and 
skill. His administration was every thing 
that Mr. Boaven'a was not. And ho suc- 
ceeded in a wonderfully short time, both in 
allaying the foars of tho citizens and in sup- 
pressing tho disease But Mr. Boaven is too 
small-minded and too mean-spirited a man 
to co-operate cordially with tho men who 
overcamea difficulty, which ho Bhowed.inthe 
clearest possible manner, he was altogether 
unable to cope with. Ho was, throughout 
the remaining period of tho visitation, sour, 
crabbed, and impracticable. It was 
very evident that he did not rejoice in Dr. 
Davio's auceeas. On tho contrary that suc- 
cesa soema to havobeengallaudwormwood to 
him, and now ho seizea tho opportunity 
which his place in tho legislature airorda 
him of venting the spleen which he haa been 
nursing for months, upon the men who, in 
a most important crisis to this provinco, did 
its inhabitants a service which ho had de- 
monstrated hia utter inability to perform. 
It requires no very great discernment to Bee 
very clearly that the amount of remunera- 
tion which Dr. Davie received is but tho 
pretext which tho lato Mayor of Victoria 
has eagerly seized to cover with insult und 
contumely tho gentleman who, in a time of 
great need, had done moro for his constitu- 
ents than he has done in the whole of his 
official life, and more than he would bo able 
to do if ho lived to tho ago of Methuselah. 

A LIBERAL'S OPINION. 

Mr. Francis Wayland Glen, a native 
Canadian, who baa becomo a United States 
citizen, does not think much of tho policy of 
the Liberal party of Canada. Ho was him- 
Belf a Liberal whon ho was at homo, but 
during hia rosidenco abroad ho ha8 Ioat his 
hunger for office and is theroforo able to 
prenouuee an impartial opinion on the course 
which the party to which ho belonged while 
ho was a subjoct of Queen Victoria iB pur- 
suing. In a letter to the New York Sun, 
ho Buys " Revenue reform ub proposed by 
thorn (tho Canadian Liberala) ia a groan fraud 
upon Canadian industrial investments. If 
the Liberal leaders by any mishap did ob- 
tain power at tho next general olection and 
kept thoirplcdgea, thoy wouldsimply destroy 
tho manufacturing industries of Canada and 
enormously increase tho present exodus of 
the population. They are riding for a fall. 
Their succobs would bring on a financial 
panic Bimilar to that wo are enjoying from 
proposed tariff reform. Commercial union, 
unrestricted reciprocity and revonuo reform 
aro all frauds upon Canadian induatrioa." 

Although wo are very far indeed from 
agreeing with all that Mr, Glen wi i\ea, we 
think that ho has struck tho nail on tho 
head whon ho charaoterizea tho trade policy 
of tho Liberals in this Dominion as " a 
fraud." It ia dishonest becuuso its leadors 
evidently eay one thing and mean 
another. Thoy wish tho peoplo to believe 
that thoy favor freo trado as froo 
trado ia undoratood in England, but 
thoy aro obligod to admit that English freo 
trado ia not at proaont praoticablo, or rather 
poaBiblo, jn Canada, and thoy do not know 
whether it will bo ton, twonty or fifty ycara 



after this that it will bo poaaible to onaet on 
English free trade tariff for this onuntry. 
The plain truth is that a largo number of 
Canadian Liberals are, like Mr. Glen, zeal- 
ous protectionists, and they will dosert their 
party as soon aa they aro convinced that its 
leadera are really determined to make freo 
trado the policy of Canada. Mr. Laurior 
and the other Liberal leadera know this, 
and it ia this knowledge that makea their 
utterances on the trade question ao in- 
dofiuite and so ambiguous. 

A RUMOR. 

Tho Montreal Gazette of tho 9th inst. 
contains the following editorial paragraph. 
Wo do not know what its authority ia or 
whether tho report ia reliable or not : "A 
report from Washington says tho United 
States expeats tn compromise the claims for 
damages duo to tho seizure of Canadian 
vesaels in Bohring Soa for a hundred 
thousand pounds. Tho claims amount to 
£150,000. Thoy are made on behalf of 
twenty vossele, which would receive under 
tho proposal some $l>o 000 opieco. That, in 
hard cash, would represent a fairly good 
yoar'a work."

The tugboat Alert, Capt. Clarke, re- 
turned yesterday from her oruise along tho 
Island coast in tho vicinity of Capo Mudge, 
but without further information relative to 
the loss of tho tug Eatellc. Capt. Christen- 
sen, who left here on tho steamer Monday, 
and who chartered tho vessel to make the 
search, did not return with her, but re- 
mained in the north to continue the hunt. 
He has secured a small boat for the work, 
and with the assistance of Indians has hope 
of finding some of the bodies. 

General complaint is mado by those who 
have business with tho police that during 
the illness of Chief Sheppard his ollice is 
constantly closed, although it is to bo ex- 
pected that the acting chief should be found 
thero at some time during the day. Under 
tho present arrangement, if one is not 
fortunate enough to catch Sergeant Walker 
during the progress of the Police court, he 
must trust to luck and tho chance of inter- 
viewing the head of the department on the 
Btreet — should he be so fortunate as to know 
him. No serious miscarriage of justico is 
known to have occurred aB yet, but thero is 
an active possibility of such resulting. 

AFTER making an extended visit East and 
South Mr. Thos. G. Karl, tho well-known 
fruit grower of Lytton, with his family 
reached Victoria yestorday evening, on his 
way home. Returning by way of Califor- 
nia, Mr. Earl visited theMidwinter Fair and 
was groatly impressed with what ho saw 
there. "Wo in British Columbia, however, 
can beat them in apples and vegotablea gen- 
erally," said Mr. Earl. "In potatoes thero 
is nothing at tho fair than cun either in 
quality or size compare with what wo raiso, 
and I juat would huvo liked to show them 
down thoro how we could beat them on 
roots." Mr. Earl surprised tho good people 
away back in New Jersey with apples and 
potatoes grown by him and was greur.ly 
amused at the wonder expressed at the 
specimens he showed. 

In the City Police court yesterday morn- 
ing, the girl known here as Georgio Sinclair, 
but whose real name is said to ho Russell, 
was charged under Bection 2,'1S of the 
Criminal Codo with "unlawfully and wil- 
fully attempting and endeavoring to unlaw- 
fully kill herself and thereby commit 
suicido "—an indictable ofifenco punishablo 
with two years' imprisonment. Tho de- 
fendant was not represented by counsel and 
entered a plea of "Not Guilty." Threo 
witnesses wero examined, the first being 
Lou Ross, a female companion, who testi- 
fied that she was with tho accused on Satur- 
day last, visiting several bilIooub, tho Nickel 
Plato and Roy id included, and drinking at 
oach place. Tho defendant was consider- 
ably undor the iniluonco of liquor, and in 
this condition declared her intention of 
drowning herself ; she was forced into a 
hack and taken to 41 View street where sho 
waa locked in her room. Shortly afterward 
she escaped by tho window and made her 
way to Jarnoa Bay bridge. Messrs. Wilaon 
and Burrcll told how they found tho girl 
leaving over the bridgo railing and how sho 
protested that sho was an outcast and with- 
out friends and had dotorminod to ond her 
v/rotohed existence. From tho ovidonco 
given it was not apparent that tho attempt 
was moro than a woll carried out "bluff." 
Tho case was remanded until to day, whon 
further evidonce will bo presented ; in tho 
meantime the accusod, on hor own recog- 
nizances, is at tho Reacuo Home. In con- 
nection with tho case Chiof Shoppard is in 
receipt of o letter from tho chiof of polico of 
Oakland, Cal., in which it is stated that tho 



girl's family, very prominent residents of 
San Francisco's suburb are moat anxious for 
tho roturn of tho wayward daughter. A 
photograph accompanying tho letter makcB 
identification complete. 

At tho Philharmonic hall, last ovoning, a 
largo and enthusiastic meeting of tho Vic- 
toria Workingmen's Union took place, and 
some thirty now candidates joined this 
young association. Much discussion took 
place on various topics of interest to labor. 
Finally committees wero appointed to inter- 
view the City Council and tho Premier, for 
tho benefit of tho workingmen of Victoria. 

Mb. J. F. Smith, formerly of the High 
school, haa received tho sad news of tho 
death of* his mother in Prince Edward 
Island. Tho deceased was a native of Scot- 
land, and at tho time of her death was over 
ninety. ono yoars of ago, being quite active 
and in tho full possession of her faculties 
until tho last. Although expecting her 
death, Mr. Smith was vary much shocked 
to hear tho nows. Ho had not seen his 
mother for over eighteen years. 

It is reported that tho Victoria Electric 
Railway and Lighting Co. have been advised 
that thoir £100,000 five per cent, debentures 
havo all been taken. The prospectus states 
that tho debentures are for £-10 oach and 
wero put on the market at £39 10', redeem- 
able In thirty-nine years. The loan is re- 
quired for the redemption of the current 
debt, $215,000; to add to the rolling stock, 
increase the trackage, and extend the plant 
for lighting and power purposes. 

The thirty-sveuth appropriation of tho 
Victoria Building Society waa drawn for at 
tho Sir William Wallace hall laat evening, 
rbo committee being Mesara. Henry Mosa, 
F. Elworthy and Moaea McGregor. Tho 
lucky number proved to bo 122, aharea C 
and D standing in the name of Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Sheppard, aud ahares 122 A and B 
having boon withdrawn. A second draw- 
ing laier in tho evening resulted satisfac- 
torily to Mr. William Temploman, Bharea 
241 A, B, C and D standing in his namo. 
This makes Sl.'i0,000 of the society's funds 
drawn for up to date.

As They Cannot Get the " Klltlos " They Will 
Wear the "Trews" Instead, 

At the regular meeting of the Sir William 
Wallace Society, last cveuinn, a very large 
company assembled. Piper Robertson aa 
usual opened tho proceedings ; Mr. Pater- 
son oang "Bonnie Mary," and Mr. Begg 
gave a reading, folio wed by "bailor's Horn- 
pipe," danced by Mr. Anderaon ; Mr. An- 
drew Hay road a selection from Daniel 
Webster ; Lieut. Rosa Munro then sang 
"The Quaker," and Mr. John Munro played 
a selection on tho pipes, "Nao Luck Aboot 
the Hooae." The Reel of Tulloch was 
danced by Moaara. Munro, Anderaon, Jame- 
son and Davidson ; Mr. Glennio recited 
"Waltz and Meg," after which Mr. Russell 
Bang "Tho Bonnie Wee Widow," responding 
to a well merited encore with another Bong. 
Major Irving being called upon, gave an ad- 
dress upon tho etFort to got up a kilted 
company last Bummer. It was not through 
any want of appreciation on tho part of 
Col. Prior that tho movement fell through, 
but owing to the General commanding tho 
foiccs in Canada, who said that it was artil- 
lery that waa required. Ho then went into 
the question of a Scots' company of garrison 
artillery, to bo exclusively Scottish, and 
showed in a very clear manner tho method 
by which it could be done. He had called 
upon Col. Prior and explained tho proposi- 
tion and the Colonel approved. The other 
officers of tho present companies wero 
agreeable, and would allow a tranafer 
of Scotsmen into the new company. 
Ho went on to explain tho various induce- 
ments to tho young men of tho oouutry to 
join tho volunteers, and in a very interest- 
ing address put tho claims thoroughly boforo 
thoBO present, urging upon the young mon 
tho advisability of joining. An interval 
took place for the enrolment of names, after 
whicli Major Ir ving said ho would go to 
work ut once, starting Tuesday first at tho 
drill shed. He aaid ho waa aure tho Scots 
would mako it a success. Mr. Jas, Russell 
said ho would do what ho could to procuro 
recruits. Ho did not want to soo his coun- 
try taking a back Beat. Sergeant Mellon 
said ho thought every young man of the 
society ought to join, and if ho had the time 
ho would probably join himsolf. Lieuten- 
ant Munro also mado somo remarks. Mr. 
Muir followed with somo general romarka 
rolativo to tho volunteer movemout in Great 
Britain, and allowed that per head of popu- 
lation there wero moro volunteera in Scot- 
land than in any other part of Great Britain, 
while in cllicioncy tho Scottiah volunteera 
wero second to none. Ho had been one of a 
deputation to meet Hon. Mackenzie Bowell 
and Major Genoral Herbert on behalf of a 
Scottish regimout, and from what waa said 
then he had como to see that tho mo»t im- 
portant requirement at tho present time was 
artillery. Ho had no doubt but that thero 
would como a time when a kilted regiment 
would bo formed. In tho meantime it waa 
noceBBary to aupport tho preaont proposition.

JAILS AND PE1S0NS. 



Interesting 1 Informatiou Contained in 
Superintendent Hussey's Fourth 
Annual Kejiort. 



Statistical Returns Which Afford Food 
for Rcilectiou-The Vic- 
toria Jail. 

Mr. F. S. Husaoy, superintendent of Pro- 
vincial police, in his fourth annual report 
which haa juat beou laid boforo tho Legiala- 
turo, says : " Tho Provincial priaons are 
all in a well kept state and tho sanitary con- 
dition of each has recently receivod the 
moat careful attontion, and I am pleuacd to 
report that tho general health of tho prison- 
ers is excellent. A modern jail is now in 
courso of construction at Nanaimo, and will 
bo completed and ready for occupation 
about tho end of February, instant. Better 
jail accommodation is badly needed at Kani- 
loops, the present building being far too 
small for tho numbor of priaonors confined 
therein. To avoid overcrowding of prison- 
ers iu thia jail it has been necossury on 
Bevoral occasions during tho past year to 
remove convicts to Now Westminster prison 
to complete thoir terms of imprisonment." 

Accompanying this concise report of the 
condition aud requirements of tho provin- 
cial prisons aro numerous statistical state- 
ments, which afford interesting and instruc- 
tive reading. Tho total number of prison- 
ers dealt with during the year ending Oc- 
tober 31, 1893, at thn (our provincial jaila, 
in Victoria, New Westminster, Nanaimo 
and Kamloopa, was 1,105. Nanaimo had 
479, Victoria 273, New Westminster 210, 
and Kamloopa 143. Tho moat serious of- 
fences charged are thus enumerated : Mur- 
der 11, attempted murder 1, araon 1, abduc- 
tion and rape 1, burglary S, embezzlement 
'1, forgery (3, horse aud cattle stealing 5, 
housebreaking 10, larceny 140, perjury I, 
robbery li, highway robbery -, threatening 
and seditious language 10. 

The statistical report if tho Victoria jail, 
for tho prison year, shows a total of 27:1 
prisoners received, an increase of 5 over the 
previous year ; these were received as fol- 
lows : From tlie city police, 104 ; from tho 
provincial police, 0(5 ; from the sheriff, ; 
and from H. M.'s bhips, 34. Under the 
tho head of " rucoipta und expenditures, " 
Warden John Bays : 

"The cash recoipts Irom tho sale of brokon 
stone and from the sale of surplus produco 
amounted to $2,7(iS 1)5, which is tho largest 
sum realized direct from priBon lubor for 
any year since the establishment of a jail in 
Victoria. Tne amount paid in for tho keop 
of prisoners amounted to 511,170.72, being 
considerably loss than for the keep of pri- 
aonera last year. This is mostly accounted 
for by the fulling oil" in tho number of pri- 
son! rs received from tho city polico court of 
Victoria, who havo by law the option of a 
lino, and for whom a charge of fifty centB 
per diem is mado for the maintenance of 
Buch prisoners. Tho total amount for keep 
of city prisonora waa §1,57S 14, or §0(32.20 
Icsb than for tho year ending October, 1S92, 
although tho number of prisoners received 
from the city polico court exceeded that of 
the previous year by seven, a majority of 
whom were committed for indictablo offences, 
thero being no charge mado by tho provin- 
cial govornment against city municipalities 
for the keep of this claaa of priaonors. Thia 
explanation concerning tho keep of 
city prisoners ia given for tho pur- 
pose of correcting the erroneous idea 
entertained by a largo number of 
persons to tho effect that tho j*il is very 
largely maintained by tho corporation of 
the city of Victoria, whoreaB a perusal of 
thia and of former reports will prove moat 
conclusively that the amount8 so received 
do not go far towards tho maintenance of an 
institution of thia character. Neither can 
prisoners be fed, clothed, bedded, medically 
treated and properly guarded for tho Bum of 
fifty centB per diem. The expenditure in- 
curred for jail purposes has been on aB 
economical a acalo as practicable. The 
various Bums for food, water, fuel, light, and 
several other expenses include that also of 
the Juvenile Reformatory. Although thero 
havo been more priaonors, many of them 
broken down in health, medically treated, 
than for a number of yeare paBt, there have 
been no deaths in the jail. During tho 
month of August a numberof prisoners were 
tukun down with typhoid fever, but in con- 
sequence of the prompt and energetic 
measures taken by tho jail surgeon and tho 
Chiul eonnnUaiouer uf Lunds and Works, 
who cau8ed a thorough overhauling of the 
drains, closets, etc., to bo made, the disease 
waa speedily stamped out, eo that tho gen- 
oral healthfulnesa of tho j*il ia now reatored 
to its usual condition. 

" In a former report," Warden John con- 
tinues, "I auggeated tho necessity of 
amending tho rules and regulations for tho 
hotter government of prisoners. With an 
increuaed experience and coustant study of 
prison character iu general, I havo become 
convinced that it would bo in the interest of 
the prisoners and of the ollicera if the jail 
discipline was more atrict than it is at pre- 
sent. The daily asaociation of prisoners, 
both old and yourjg, in tho corridorB of the 
jiil ia not, in my opinion, conducivo to the 
correction of thoso addicted to vice, and 
should not bo pormitted when posaiblo to 
prevent. The principal Provincial jails in 
tho Province should bo such in fact as well 
as in name, and with efficient regulations 
administered by intelligent officers should 
serve to correct and assist in the reforma- 
tion of many a prisoner sent up for punish- 
ment, who otherwiso, through tho laxity of 
the present regulations, haa no great fear of 
a Provincial jail. Moro cepocially iB thiB 
truo aB regards thoso prisoners who havo 
more than one conviction registered against 
them, ond it frequently happens that there 
aro prisoners in thiH j til who havo served 
soiitonces in Nanaimo and Now Westmin- 
ster jails, aa woll aa in other priaons."

It 
shows tho average number of prisoners per 
month to have been 1291, or 42 5 per day ; 
the jail receipts for the year from all 
sourcea wero §0,769 47, and the expenditure 
(inclusive of salaries, §0,S7O 00), $11,330 93. 
The average cost of maintaining each pris- 
oner in food and clothing alone is found to 
bo, per diem 13| centa; or 73J conta when an 
average ia struck upon tho total coat of 
maintaining the jail. Tho list of occupa- 
tions of prisoners shows 04 to havo been re- 
gistered as laborers, 42 as seamen, 24 as 
fishermen, 12 as marine light infantrymen, 
and others miscellaneously classified thus : 
1 agent, 1 baker, 2 bartenders, 1 black- 
smith, IJ boatmen, 1 bookkeeper, 1 boot- 
black, 7 carpenters, 1 cigar-maker, 8 cookB, 
5 farmers, 1 fortuuo- teller, 2 gardeners, 1 
gunsmith, 1 hackman, 1 hoatler, 1 land-sur- 
veyor, ,'l laundrymen, 7 'longshoremen, ,'1 
machinists, 2minerB, 2 moulders, 1 painter, 
1 plumber, 1 preacher, 2 school teachers, ;! 
shipwrights, 1 shop-keeper, 1 signalman, 5 
seal-hunters, 1 soldier, I stevedore, 1 stonu- 
rnaBon, 5 tailors, 2 toamsters. 1 tinsmith, 2 
waiters, I watchman and 1 watchmaker. 
Forty-six confessed to no occupation what- 
ever. 

Classified according to nationalities the 
priaonera wore divided thua : Kngland, 70 ;

United States, 17 ; China, .'10 ; Norway and 
Sweden, 11; and "other countries, " 23. 
Tho division by religious denominations 
waa : Church of England, 09 ; Roman 
Catholic, 51 ; Methodist, 20 ; Presbyterian, 
20 ; Lutheran, 11 ; Baptist, 4 ; Hebrew, 4 ; 
Greek church, 2 ; Congregational, 1 ; Pro- 
testaut, 1 ; religion not defined, 78. Of the 
total number of 27o, 105 could not read and 
write, 7 could read only and 101 had no 
ducation ; 5.'5 were married, 212 singln and 
8 widowers ; GM were temperate and 210 
Confessedly intemperate. 

The atatomont of ago shows .'11 prisoners 
with ages between 1 1 and 20, 105 from 20 
to .'JO, 85 from ,'i0 to 40, 34 from 40 to 50, 15 
from 50 to GO, and .'{ from 00 to 70. An 
appended report from the superintendent of 
the Juvenile reformatory shows S prisoners 
received during the year, to servo sentences 
of from 5 to 24 months, all for either larceny 
or robbery. 

THREE FORKS. 

To tiik Editor :— Last evening's Times 
contained a clipping from the Nelson Minor, 
published with the intention of misleading 
tho public and the Legislature aa to tho 
truo intent and object of a bill brought iu 
by tho Government to enable a title to issue 
for our pre emption claim at Three Forks. 

The article in question wos, we believe, 
inspired by two well-known laud-grabberB, 
tho owners of rival townsites some four or 
five miles distant from Threo Forks, who 
did not succeed in inducing tho Nakuap and 
Slocan Railway Co. to muko thoir torminus 
at either point instead of Threo Forks, and 
who now, in a spirit of revenge, do not hesi- 
tate to misrepresent tho Government and 
try and iujuro it in the eyes of tho public in 
order to strike a blow at others. Tho facts 
aro theso : Wo have been occupanta of the 
pro-omption since March, 1892, and record- 
ed it tho following Juno. At that time wo 
had not tho remotest idea that, within two 
years, it would becomo the terminus of 
a| railway and a largo mining centre. 
Ever since last spring we have been impor- 
tuned continuously by mon, desiring to 
enter into business pursuits at that point, 
for lota upon which to build. At tho pres- 
ent time thero are, roughly speaking, a hun- 
dred houses with quito u fair population ; 
in fact, a Btnall town has suddenly sprung 
into existence. The Nakusp & Slocau rail- 
wny desire to placo tho atation and arrango 
for other terminal facilities. The mine own- 
ers and business men of that section have 
petitioned the Government to allow tho 
titlo to isBUO to us ut once instead of in 
Juno next, in order that they may buy lota 

d erect permanent buildings on tho 
ground. 

We have no deaire to superaede Mr. Ham- 
ilton in any righta ho may possess under his 
mineral claim, in fact Mr. Hamilton haa 
never mado any objection, in any form or 
shape, to a titlo issuing to ub. Wo can't 
aee what the fact of Mr. Barnard, Captain 
Irving, Mr. Rand or anyone else having last 
season advanced ua money on the eecurity of 
obtaining from us, whon a titlo issues, a 
proportion of our property, haa to do with 
tho oaso. We are not asking for a titlo for 
othera but for ouraelvea In the interest of 
tho public and at tho request of nuarly 
every man in the Slocan district of any 
weight, and if Mr. Hamilton has any claim 
et him be protected.

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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 
Fourth Session of the Sixth Parliament. 
EIGHTEENTH DAY. 

Friday, February 10, 1S94. 

The Speaker took the chair at 2 o'clock. 

Prayers by Kev. G. Clement King. 

Mb. Kitchen presented a petition from 
Albert Nicholson and Frank Nicholson 
against the Sumaa dyking bill. 

BUDGET DEBATE. 

Hon. Mr. BkaveN resumed his address 
on the budgot. Ho argued at great length 
to show that the province is in a totally 
bankrupt condition, and that it is useless 
for the house to go into committee of supply 
to pass tho estimates, because there is not 
going to be any money out of which to pay 
the sums voted. (General laughter.) 

Hon. Mil. TUUNEB— You are very amus- 
ing. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven — Tho Minister of 
Finance may laugh, and the lion, gentlemen 
opposite may apply tho whitewash brush, 
but it will take more to whitewash him than 
the cement ho is supplying to the eon- 
tractors for the now buildings. There is a 
subject for inquiry ! 

Hon. Mr, Turner— I'm sorry you'ro 
mad, but you must bo. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven complained to tho 
Speaker that ho Bhould kcop themombersof 
the government in order, and said that when 
a minister accused a member of tho legisla- 
ture of being mad, these words should 1)3 
taken down. Ho then proceeded to dwell 
upm the payments to tho Provincial Health 
Officer, which ho did not say were in them- 
selves wrong, the great objection in his 
mind being that they had been mado with- 
out tho health act of lS'J.'i being put in force. 
For all tho sine above described, and for 
putting tho several Bpecial funds ho had 
mentioned in hia public accounts report into 
the general fund, ho thought the govern- 
ment deserves tho condemnation of tho 
house. 

Hon. Col. Baker said when ho listened 
to tho hon. leader of tho opposition he was 
forcibly reminded of Esop'a ily, which set- 
tled upon a chariot wheel and exclaimed, 
" What a dust I do kick up ! " (Laughter.) 
If through some fatal mischance that gentle- 
man happened to become premier of the 
province, ic wus to be feared that as a 
result the aifairs of tho province would 
speedily got into tho disgraceful condition 
of those of the fair city ot Victoria after his 
two years' mayoralty. He hud gloated orer 
his reports from tho public accounts com- 
mittee, which no doubt wore intended as 
electioneering Blips for tho coming campaign, 
but though these reports wero in themselves 
correct, they told only half tho truth, while 
tho hon gentleman tacked on to them tho 
foul insinuations which ho did not daro to 
state in plain straight-forward terms. In 
the absence of any chargo to make against 
the policy of tho government, the loader of 
the opposition had resorted to scurrilous 
personal charges, included in which was 
that against him (Col. Baker) in connection 
with hia visit to London to represent the prov- 
ince at tho opening of the Imperial Institute. 
An invitatiou to I o present on Ihia occasion 
h id been sent to Hia Honor the Lieuteuunt- 
Governor, who wus unable to attend, and 
in consequence he (Col. Maker) hud had the 
honor conferred upon him of being atked to 
(to. He went, and at tho opening of the 
Institute ho met the representatives of all 
the other colonies, and had the opportunity 
of discussing with them important colonial 
affairs, no doubt to the advantage of the 
province. But there was a more direct 
benefit which resulted from his visit — ho 
was able to upset tho machinations of the 
allies of the gentlemen opposite. He went 
to the ollico cf the High Commissioner in 
L"ndon, and thero met the secretary, Mr. 
Cidman, who commenced to express sur- 
prise und regret at the position of affairs in 
British Columbia. "I asked him," con- 
tinued Col. Baker, " what he meant ; und he 
answered with the utoiy of tho bank- 
ruptcy and revolution in this proviuca 
(Laughter.) I asked him where in tho world 
he had heard all thia, and he said ho had it 
from a gentleman who had just left, a gen- 
tleman named Twiug." (Laughter.) A 
few days later there appeared a letter in 
London Truth, repeating all thtso scandal- 
ous statements, and he went to the editor 
to ask for tho name of the writer. ThiB tho 
editor Baid ho could not give, but there waa 
another letter going into tho paper, in which 
the name of the author was given, and this 
wm A. Maitland-Stenhouse, who had once 
been a member of the legislature of the pro- 
vince. (Laughter.) Ho was uble to tell 
the editor that this Mr. Stenhouse had at 
one time been a supporter of tho leader of 
tho opposition but had left him to go to the 
Northwest to establish a Mormon Bcttle- 
ment. This seemed to connect tho 
leader of tho opposition somewhat with tht 
matter, but there waa a more direct connect 
tion between the plot and tho party oppo 
site, or so much of it as was connect- 
ed with the ''cor situticnal lesgue 
Mr. Twigg waa tho Secretary of 
tho league, and thereforo Bpoko witl 
authority, und by reference to the News 
Advertier, the editor of which is the leader 
of tho independent party, it ie found that 
this Major General Twigg stated that the 
exponsea of tho Kitchen trip through the 
province wero to be borne by tho Westmin- 
ster and Vancouver branches of the league, 
und that the public subscriptions had 
already amounted to $307 I (Laughter.) It 
was further stated there that the league had 
mado arrangements to ventilate tho condi- 
tion of nflairs in the Eastern and English 
i preas. Soon after these statements ho had 
mentioned appeared in tho newspapers he 
received a letter from tho stockbrokers 
who had chargo of the floating of tho loan, 
calling his attention to the matter and stat- 
ing what a damaging effect these statements 
would havo upon tho prospects of the loan 
on the stock exchange. He interested him- 
self in explaining tho true state of the case, 
to the best of his ability, and ho thought, 
tho result had been that be saved at least §12 - 
OOOon tho cost of putting the loan on tho mar- 
ket. He wished to state another matter of 
business to which he had attended during hf 8 
stay in England, this bjing in connection 
with tho crofter scheme. Tho first propo- 
sition fell through becaueo the government, 
in tho interest of tho province, refused to 
accept crofters of such a class that nothing 
could bo douo with them in Scotland. 
When, however, this schema came definitely 
to an end thero was another company or 
syndicate who came forward, and made pro- 
posals to him to invest a large amount of 
capital in railway and other works ot 
development in this province, and arrange 
inents were almost completed with them 
when tho financial crisis came and inter 
rupted the proceedings. The represento 
tivea of the syndicate would, however, bo 
over next spring in order to carry into elfect 
tho proposals mado to him. (Applause.) 
Referring to tho attack made upon him bo 
cause whilo in England ho hud put 
hia valuablo estate in Cruubrook upon tho 
market, ho said tho houso had heard how 
aonsitive tho stock market is, and if it was 
any satisfaction to tho hon. gentlemen who 
had mado theao attacks, ho could inform 
thorn now that their efforts had probably ro- 
sulted in preventing tlto floating of tho es- 
tate, though the stock bad been two-thirds 
taken up. Bub though ho was gotting on in 
years, thero was a good deal of "go" in 



him yet, and ho had no doubt that ho would 
weather the storm (applause), und that the 
loador of tho opposition would find ho had 
mado a mistake when ho attempted to kick 
him when ho thought he waa down. He 
waa content to leave that hon. gentleman to 
wallow in tho mire ao congenial to hia jaun- 
diced nature, and to be judged, bo far as hia 
own private and official acts wero concern- 
ed, by the people of tho province of British 
Columbia. (Applause.) 

Mr. Brown followed, and though dis- 
claiming that ho ij a iinauc : nl Hercules, 
proceeded to wrestle with tho figures 
in tho budget Bpeech, and time and 
again called tho houso to witnoss that be 
had Bcorcd a fall. He defended tho scurri- 
lous articlo in Truth, which ho said camo as 
near tho fact as could bo expected at that 
distance ; and stated that Major General 
Twigg could hardly havo painted tho affairs 
of tho province in blacker colorB than thoy 
are. Ho, however, apologised for tho pub- 
lication of some of Mr. Twigg's statements 
in tho newspaper of which Mr. Cotton is 
editor, with tho statement that it ia impoaai- 
bio for tho oditor of a morning paper to 
supervise tho reports of meetings published 
in it. Ho declared his willingness to con- 
tinue to uphold tho statements in tho separ- 
atist petition, und that he is not ashamed of 
it, except the misstatement that it voiced 
tho sentiments of " tho people of tho main- 
land," when ho would havo said only 
" many of the people." 

REDISTRIBUTION BILL. 

Hon. Mr. DAVIE introduced tho redistri- 
bution bill, which was read a firat time, Mr, 
Davie then moving that it bo placed on tho 
orders of tho day for second reading on 
Monday. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven complained that this 
was too soon to read the bdl a socond time. 

Mr. Skmi.in alao objected, holding that 
Thursday will bo tho earliest date when it 
can woll bo diseuBeod. 

Hon. Mr. DAVIE said what lie proposed 
was simply to place the bill on tho orders of 
the day so that tho houso could say when it 
would bo debated. It wus quite plain that 
the house would not bo ablo to go on with 
the debate on Monday, because it waa ap- 
parent that tho budget would not bo dis- 
posed of by t .ten, or at all events the houee 
could not have got through with tho com- 
mittee of supply. Ho thought it (|uite im- 
probable that the redistribution bill could 
be debated even on Thursday next. 

Hon. Mr. BEAVEN moved in amendment 
that the bill should be placed on tho orders 
for Monday the 26th. 

Hon. Mr. VERNON thought the amend- 
ment in very bad taste, us tho house must 
show some little confidence in the govern- 
ment, which, of course, would not hurriedly 
bring on tho debate, but would givo ample 
time for the consideration of the bill. He 
suggested tho withdrawal of the amend- 
ment, which was an exceedingly stupid 
one. 

Tho amendment was lost on division of 
1 1 to 20, and tho bill was placed on the or- 
ders of tho day for Monday next. 

Hon. Mr Davie moved tho adjiurnment 
of tho budget debate, as ho said ho feared 
that if ho wero to proceed now, since the 
members had been put in possession of this 
important bill, he would have a rather inat- 
tentive audience. 

Motion agreed to. 

Tho houso adjourned at 5:20 p.m.

ichan electoral district to u point on tho 
eist coast uf Vancouver island, being the 
northeast corner of Chomainua district ;

(IS ) That tract of land contained within 
the following boundaries, viz ; 

Commencing tho mouth of the Quali- 
cum rivui; thenco following that river to 
Horno lake; thenco ulong tho north Bhore of 
Home like to the northeastern boundary of 
Cowichan electoral district; thenco in a 
nor: Investor ly and westerly direction, fol- 
lowing tho easterly and north boundary of 
Cowichan electorul district, to tho head of 
Muchalet arm; thenco along tho northerly 
shore of said arm to Nootka Bound; thonco 
following the sinuosities of the wou ooaat of 
Vancouver island in a northerly direction to 
Capo Scott; thenco northeasterly on a right 
line to the point of intersection of the 
128th meridian with tho 51st parallel 
of latitude, crossing Smith sound, to 
the entrance < f Fltz Hugh sound ; thence 
due oast ulong said parallel of latitudo to 
tho 124th meridian ; thence due eouth along 
said meridian to its intersection with Jervis 
inlot ; thence on u lino following the centre 
of tho channel down Jervis inlot to a point 
opposite Scotch Fir point, Mulaupinu B trait ;

nated "Comox olectoral district, " and ro- 
turn ono member. 

REGISTRATION OF VOTERS. 

Aftor two paragraphs defining terms 
used, tho bill procoods : 

5. Forthwith on tho passage of thia act 
tho registor of voters for tho electoral dis- 
tricts us existing beforo tho passago of this 
act shall bo closed, and the Lioutonant- 
Governor-in-Council shall appoint u person 
to bo collector for oaoh electoral district us 
heroinbeforo created und definod, and it 
Bhall bo tho duty of tho new oolloctors to bo 
appointed under this act, in addition to tho 
duties laid down in the "Provincial voters' 
act," or othorwiso required to bo performed 
by law, to make up now registers of voters 
for tho soveral districts for which they shall 
be so appointed. 

(1.) Where tho boundarioB of any nowly- 
constituted district aro idontical with those 
of any former district, tho collector for the 
former district shall, until another appoint- 
ment bo made by the Lioutenant Governor- 
in Council, bo tho collector for tho newly- 
constituted district. 

0. In making up such now regiBtera the 
collectora shall take into account tho closed 
registers, and as regards tho newly-consti- 
tuted districts of Cariboo, Cassiar, East 
Kootenay, Vanoouver City, Now Westmin- 
ster City, Nanaimo City, Viotoria City, 
Esquimalt, and Comox, the cloaod registers 



for tho former districts of Cariboo, Cassiar, 
East Kootenay, Vancouver City, New 
Westminster City, Nanaimo City, Victoria 
City, Esquimalt and Comox, and the appli- 
cations to vote, and all books and papers 
belonging to tho otlico shall, as the case may 
be, bo delivered to or retained by the col- 
lectors of tho newly-constituted districts re- 
spectively, and ur regards tho newly-con- 
stituted district of Cowichan, the closed reg- 
ister for tho former district of Cowichan, 
und tho register for the former district of 
Alberni, and other books and papers aa 
aforesaid, shall bo delivered to and re- 
tained by tho collector for the nowly-cou- 
stituted district of Cowichan. 

7- The closed registers, und other hooka 
and papers as aforesaid, for tho former dis- 
tricts of Lillooet, Yale, Westminster, Vic- 
toria, Tho Islands, West Kootenay and 
Nanaimo shall be delivered to or retained 
by such collectors as may bo appointed by 
tho Lieuteuunt-I loveruor in Council, who 
Bhull bo designated " distributing collec- 
tors." There shall be six of such distribut- 
ing collectors, that is to say : Ono in the 
town of Clinton ; out! in tho town of Katn- 
loops ; ono iu the town of Coutrevillo ; one 
in either North or South Victoria ; ono in 
Nelson ; and one in either North or South 
Nanaimo, and it shall be tho duty of each 
distributing collector, iu conjunction with 
the collector or c electors of the new divi- 
sions of or extensions of the former district 
in which he ia distributing collector, to 
scrutinize tho closed register applicable to 
tho particular district, and in tho first place 
to drop therefrom tho names of all those 
persons whom they cannot find to bo 
resident within the limits to which the clos- 
ed register applied, und any ono who ap- 
pears to be resident in any other district in 
tho province shall bo notified by tho distri- 
buting collector to tho collector of voters 
in the newly constituted disttict where tho 
voter resides, and the collector of voters in 
such lust-mentioned district, if satisfied that 
such voter ia entitled to bo enrolled iu suoh 
district, ahull place his name upon the regis- 
ter. The remaining names shall then be dis- 
tributed by transferring the name of each 
voter to the register of voters for the newly 
constituted diotrict in which ho resides. 
The collectors shall deal similarly with all 
applications to be placed upon the register 
of voters which shall have been received be- 
fore the coming into force of this act fiom 
any person entitled to bo registered as a 
voter, who shall not have been entered upon 
tho rogister. 

[Sectious 8 and 9 provide for publishing 
tho lists and applications for corrections. J 

10. Each of the collector, of the newly- 
constituted districts of Cariboo, Cassiar, 
East Kootenay, Vancouver City, New 
Westminster City, Nanaimo City, Victoria 
City, Esquimalt and Comox shall forthwith, 
with the aid of persons, scrutinize 

his register, and Bhall in tho first place re- 
movo therefrom the names of all persons 
who are shown to bo resident in other olec- 



toral districts of tho province, and shall 
forthwith transmit tho names of the persons 
bo removed to the collectora of voters of tho 
district where they reside. The collector 
shall then drop from tho register the names 
of all thoso persona partieulurs of whoso 
addresses aro not given upon the voters' 
lists, or who ho cannot find to bo resident 
within the district, and shall add to his 
register the names of those persona resident 
within his district whoso names were, at the 
time of tho passing of this act, upon tho 
register of voters for any former district, 
and also tho names of those persons who aro 
entitled to have their names placed on his 
register by reason of an application to vnto 
having been sent in to tho collector of tho 
former district, and the collector Bhall com- 
ploto such scrutiny within aftor 
receipt of u copy of this act from tho 
Queen's Printer, whose duly it shall be to 
forward by mail to each collector, when 
appointed, at least five copies of this act. 

The remaining Bed ions, 11 to 23 eontaiu 
complete provisions for tho publication and 
correction of the amended lists, and revi- 
sions from timo to timo when nccessury. 
Schedule A gives tho interrogatories to bo 
answered by claimants for enrolment, and 
schedule B states the enactments repealed, 
as follows : Constitution act, section 20; 
Constitution amendment act, 1800, except 
section I ; Constitution amendment act, 1891, 
except section 4; Constitution act amend- 
ment act, 1892, section 3; Provincial voters 
act, section 12; Provincial voters act amend- 
ment act, 1S90, and Provincial voters act 
amendment act, 1801.

Los Angeles, Cal., Feb. 10 —Tho South 
ern Pacific train was robbod at Roscoo sta 
tion this morning at about 1 o'clock. Thi 
same train was. robbed at the eamo place 
about six weeks ago. Tho train was 
heavily loadod with passengers, and Welle, 
Fargo & Co.'s shipments wore unuaually 
hoavy. At Roscoo there is no station, but a 
aiding. As the train approached tho switch 
Engineer Thomas Baw that the awitch 
waB misplacod, and vainly tried to 
atop the train. Tho engine and two fruit 
cars of orangea went into the ditch, 
tho engine turning ovor and burying the 
engineer and fireman. As soon as tho 
wreck occurred threo maBked men sprang 
out of the bualn-B and commonced a fusilude, 
killing throe men. A fow seconds later a 
couple of dynamito bombs wore placod 
under the express car and tho whole Bide 
was blown off. Brakeman Foster »a soon as 
he heard the ahots, made a run for a neigh- 
boring ranch house. Hero ho got a teum 
and drove back to Burbank and gave tho 
alarm. Foater haa on idea that Evans und 
Moroll may have participated in tho rob- 
bery. 

Within ten minutes of thotimo he received 
work of the robbery ShoriiT Clino had six 
men on the road. Tho engine which con- 
veyed the sheriff to tho wreck was attached 
to the train and returned with it to this 
oily, arriving at 4:110 this morning, bring- 
ing tlio bodies of Masters and lirungor and 
a tramp. Sheriff Clino was accompanied 
by J. A, Pacey, ono of two men who wero 
stealing ». ride upon the pilot of tho engine 
Upon being interviewed ho aaid : Tho first 
thing I saw before wo left Burbank was a 
torch during up a ahort diatanco ahead and 
a man waving a flag. Tho engineer, 
however, did not stop, and as wo 
passed tho man with the torch 
ho fired two shots, one in tho air 
and the other at tho engineer. Almost im 
mediately I was hustled from tho pilot us 
tho engine left tho truck and tumbled into 
the ditch. When I recovered I heard a dull, 
roaring sound, which 1 subsequently learned 
was an explosion of dynamito in tho express 
car. As 1 returned to tho train and helped 
to cxtrieato tho injured fireman from the 
wreck I distinctly suw two of tho robbers. 
One was a short, thick-set man of about fivo 
feet live or six inches, while tho other was 
several inches taller, and slim. Both wore 
black slouch hats und musks. Tho taller of 
tho two was armed with a rifle, but the 
other had two piatols, ono in each hand. 

Fireman Masters and an unknown man, 
auppoped to bo a tramp, are deud. The 
fireman's body wub horribly mangled, 
having been run over by tho tender and two 
cars. Tho engineer claims that ho wus ahot 
before falling under the wheels, but oiroum- 
stuncesshow thatjhc had endeavored to jump 
from the tender and had fillen and wus 
crushed to deuth. The tramp was shot 
through tho heart. The best evidence 
obtainable is that ho was steading u ride 
on the pilot und was shot by a stray 
bullet when making for tho brush. 
Engineer Thomas, seeing the fireman fall, 
jumped ahd was ahot while running, the 
engine ut this time jumping the track 
and turning over. Tho robbers, supposed 
to be two in number, meanwhile, turned 
their attention to tho express our, using an 
explosive cartridgo to open the Bide door 
and keeping up tho fusilude towards tho 
train men. Messenger Edgar can give but 
a meagre description of the two men he saw. 
They ordered him to cive up the keys. Tho 
whole transaction did not take up more thun 
fifteen minuteB, aa neur us can be leurned, 
when the two men left on horseback in tho 
direction of ihe Pass, a distance of about 
twelvo miles. No traces of them have been 
discovered, and officers who have arrived 
are practically in the dark as to clues. 

The robbery wuaao (juickly accomplished 
that the chauco for the identification of the 
participants or their actual number is a 
mutter of conjecture. Detective Insley and 
Sheriff Cline huve what they think is u 
clue. No certain information na to tho 
umount stolen cun be furnished. A conserv- 
ative estimate places tho umount at $20,000, 
Railroad and express officials are reticent, 
and it ia imposaiblo to gather accuruto in- 
formation. Passengers on the train can 
give little information, as they suw nothing 
of the actual occurrence, und their knowl- 
edge ia confined to hearing ahots fired by tho 
robbers. 

San Baknahdino, Cal., Feb. 1G — Somo 
children on the wuy to aehool this morning 
near Peaeima, ubout four miloa from here, 
and on the road leading to littlo Tejunga 
canyon, found a mask, evidently belonging 
to the robbera. Thi8 ia the first clue indi- 
cating the direction they took. 

AN ACTRESS' SUICIDE. 

May Brooklyn Poisons Herself for the Love 
of Frederick A. Lovecraft- 

Nkw York, Feb. 1G.— The news of tho 
auicido in San FranciBco of May Brooklyn, 
tho leading lady in Palmer's company play- 
ing "Alabama" at tho Baldwin thoatro 
in that city, was a great shock to thefjiends 
of tho dead woman in thia city. On tho 
Rialto, to-day, little else was talked of 
hy those who knew Miss Brooklyn. 
The despatches from San Francisco indicate 
that Bhe loft no letter or message of any- 
kind, but her friends in thiscity believo they 
know tho causo of her act. They say alio 
was to huve been married to Froderick A. 
Lovecraft, Mr. Palmer's formor business 
manager, who committed suicido several 
months ago, in tho same manner as Miss 
Brooklyn, by taking carbolic acid. Sho wus 
much affected hy tho news of hiB death and 
hus Hineo boon very despondent. Several 
times she said to members of the company, 
" I won't be here much longer " 



ANARCHISTS RAIDED. 

Tho London Police Blake a Decent on tlio 
Autonomic Club and iliike Many 
Arrests. 

London, Feb. 1G. — The police to-night 
raided the Autonomic club und made sev- 
eral arresta. The club is composed of anar- 
ohists. The ambassadors from Franco and 
Germany to-day sent notea to Lord Roso- 
bery in regard to tho harboring in Englund 
of foreign uuurchiata. Tho police encount- 
ered no opposition, took possession of tho 
house utid detained all tho inmates. Tho 
raid wub managed so quietly that neither 
tho pedestriuua in the street nor the 
nearest neighbors knew what was happening 
and tho members arriving late walked un- 
suspiciously in tho arms of the policemen 
waiting to arreat them. Tho mombora who 
wero arrested as they entorod tho front 
door, wero astonished and indignant, but 
only one of them, a Frenchman, resisted 
the police. Ho struggled savagely, clawing 
and biting right and loft und cheering for 
anarchy when finally pinned ugainat the 
wall. The total number of prisoners 
is about eighty. The majority of them 
are Germans und Bohomiuna. All wero 
oxumined carefully and then ordered to 
show their paesporta. But few of them 
could do this. Tho oolico have searched 
several building* near tho club house, 
notably Bourdiu'a private lodgings in Great 
Lichfield street, and the rooms of Joan 
Pierre Francois, whom tho French Govern- 
ment considered an accomplice of Ravao- 
chol, and tried to extradito. They found 
much anarchist literuturo of tho orthodox 
kind in both places und a few explosives in 
Bourdin's rooms. Shortly ufter midnight 
all tho men arrested at tho Autonomic club 
wero liberated. Tho main object of the 
police in arresting thorn wus to examine 
thorn. Important information is suid to 
huve been obtained from them by the police. 

Much anarchist literature wus aoi/.ed at 
tho club. Tho police found many copieB of 
a manifesto, primed cured paper in Lon- 
don and heuded " Mort a' Carnot." Thou- 
sands of aimilar nmnifeatoea have been cir- 
culatetl recently in Franco. 

Tho apecial commissioner of tho Times, 
ofter a oaroful investigation, has concluded 
that Bourdin's bomb was intondod to blow 
up tho Greenwich observatory. Ho Bays 
that the bomb was evidently very skillfully 
made.
